The fact that another 
similar coin does not have the aide pieces would indicate 
that that artist wanted to show the amphora alone. I 
hope this thought is helpful.

REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR AND SECRETARY 
COUNCIL MEETING - SEPTEMBER 15, 1967 


1. The Minutes of the meeting of the Executive and Finance Committees 
on August 25 having been distributed to all members of the Council, the 
present report will not repeat the matters reported on in those Minutes. 

2. Repairs to the parapet began on August 24 with the erection of scaffolding 
on the south side of the building. Repairs are now in progress and it is antici¬ 
pated that work will be completed by the end of October providing no serious 
damage to the structural steel is discovered. The security of all unbarred 
windows was checked with the Holmes Protective Agency previous to the 
erection of the scaffolding. On professional advice it was decided that the 
boiler need not be replaced at the present time. An estimate has been sub¬ 
mitted by Mastercraft Associates for the refurbishment of the exhibits in the 
two exhibition halls. Provision has been made in the 1967/68 budget for this 
project and the work will be undertaken during the autumn. An estimate of 
$4650. 00 has been received for the manufacture and installation of a four 
cabinet unit containing 232 additional trays in the Greek vault. Miss Thompson 
agrees that the addition of these cabinets can be postponed for another year. The 
window frames throughout the building are in the process of being painted by a 
member of the maintenance staff. As an additional security measure the door 
connecting the men's wash room and the storage rooms is now kept locked 
throughout the day. 

3. The attorneys of the Christian Science Church in Boston, beneficiary of 
the residuary estate of Mrs. Newell's estate, and a representative of Parke- 
Bernet, auctioneers of Mrs. Newell's property in the residuary estate, have 
agreed to turn over to the ANS various notes and manuscripts, as well as a 
quantity of plaster casts. We have taken possession of these. Among other 
papers found were the drafts of most of the chapters of Mr. Newell's manuscript 
on the coinage of Lysimachus. Miss Thompson, Mr. North and the Executive 
Director have, on the request of Mrs. Doris Taylor Bishop, made a tentative 
distribution of the Newell library bequeathed to Wheaton College. Arrangements 
are being made for Mrs. Bishop to visit the Museum and to make final decisions 
as to which books Wheaton wants, which are to be disposed of and which are to 

be offered to the ANS for purchase. 

4. M. Georges Le Rider, Chief Curator of the Cabinet des Medailles in 
Paris, will arrive on September 25 to spend approximately two months as the 
guest of the Society. He will be working on the coinage of Alexander the Great 
with Miss Thompson. Arrangements have been made for M. Le Rider's visa, 
tax status, travel and living accommodations.

The Minutes of the meeting of June 12, 1970, and of the joint meeting 
of the Executive and Finance Committees on August 21, 1970, were approved 
as distributed to members of the Council.

Upon motion, duly made and seconded, it was voted to present a 
Resolution at the fall meeting of the Society on November 14, 1970, to 
provide for the election of Arthur S. Dewing as an Honorary Councillor 
for life.

Miss Thompson reported that the recent Summer Seminar had been quite 
successful and cited a letter received from John Nicols, one of the students 
who attended the Seminar, who wrote Miss Thompson as follows; "I learned 
more about numismatics in the two month program than I have about any 
other historical method in four years of graduate school. " She stressed the 
outstanding contribution made by the visiting scholar, John Kent, not only * 
with students in his Roman-Byzantine field, but also with the one mediaevalist 
in the group. At the conclusion of the Seminar, the Committee met and decided 
to invite as next year's visiting scholar Raoul Curiel of the Cabinet des 
M6dailles in Paris, a distinguished Islamic scholar with experience in 
various numismatic fields. 

Mr. Grunthal, reporting on his attendance at the ANA Convention in 
St. Louis from August 18-20, 1970, stated that more than 6000 collectors 
and dealers were present. He noted that the Society's two non-competitive 
exhibits, one devoted to the development of the gros Tournois, and the other 
to coins struck by rulers named Louis, had been well received. Mr. Grunthal 
served as the judge for the category of coins struck prior to 1500. He men¬ 
tioned that he had met the new Director of the Mint, Mrs. Mary T. Brooks, 
who announced at the Convention that the Mint has installed a service for 
collectors to be headed by Charles R. Hoskins, the former Curator of the 
Money Museum of the National Bank in Detroit. Mr. Herbert M. Bergen, 
the president of the ANA, presented the ANA silver Medal of Merit to Mr. 
Grunthal who has been a member of that Association for forty-one years.

Mr. Milbank appointed Eric P. Newman to replace Mr. Dewing as 
a member of the Nominating Committee for Officers of the Society to report 
at the Organizational Meeting of the Council following the Annual Meeting 
of the Society on January 9, 1971. 

Miss Thompson, reporting on her attendance at the meeting of the 
International Commission held in Moscow on August 21-22, said that in 
addition to the seven representatives of supporting institutions present, there 
were from thirty to forty auditors, chiefly Russian, from the major museums 
and universities of the Soviet Union. Part of the agenda was a report on the 
forthcoming Congress and questions were discussed by various members of 
the audience. The resignation of George C. Miles from the Bureau was ac¬ 
cepted and he was promptly elected an honorary member of the Commission. 
Miss Thompson was elected to replace Dr. Miles as a Councillor of the 
Bureau. She commented that while attendance at the plenary session was the 
main objective of her trip, she fortunately had the opportunity in Moscow, 
Leningrad, Sofia and Bucharest to see and photograph material in the coin 
cabinets, and to straighten out a great many problems concerning the new 
edition of the Bibliography of Greek Coin Hoards. 

Mr. Ingholt reported that at a meeting of the Huntington Medal Award 
Committee held on June 27 it had been unanimously voted to recommend to 
the Council that the award for 1970 be given to Dr. Anne S. Robertson, 

Keeper of the Cultural Collections and of the Hunter Coin Cabinet, Hunterian 
Museum, and Reader in Roman Archaeology at the University of Glasgow. 

She is the author of numerous authoritative works on Roman and Anglo-Saxon 
coins and is Director of the Scottish Universities' Training School in Exca¬ 
vation, member of the Ancient Monuments' Board for Scotland and holds 
other distinguished positions in archaeology. On motion, duly made and 
seconded, the selection of Dr. Anne S. Robertson was approved. 

Miss Thompson reported that Hillel Kaslove, Assistant Curator of 
Modern Coins, had been a member of the Society's staff since 1961 and 
recommended that he be made Associate Curator of Modern Coins. Upon 
motion, duly made and seconded, it was voted that Mr. Kaslove be given 
the title of Associate Curator of Modern Coins. 

Reports of the Secretary, Editor, Librarian and Chief Curator were 
submitted. Copies of these reports are attached to these Minutes. 

On motion, duly made and seconded, it was voted to close the Society's 
Museum on Saturday, December 26, 1970 and Saturday, January 2, 1971, 
in observance of the holidays.

REPORT OF THE SECRETAP Y 


SEPTEMBER 11, 1970 


Sufficient funds have been transferred to TIAA to cover the 
currently retired members of the TLAA/CREF Pension Plan and 
the Society will go over to TIAA on October 1 smoothly.

REPORT OP THE LIBRARIAN 


SEPT. II, 1970 


In our last report mention was made of the possibility 
of sending a third shipment of books to our bookbinder during the 
current fiscal year. With funds remaining from the generous donat¬ 
ion received from Mr. H.W. Bass, Jr. earlier in the year this has 
now been effected, and 103 items from our reference and periodicals 
sections are ready to be returned to the shelves as soon as book¬ 
plating is completed. With the fulfillment of the last two binding 
projects, a good start has now been made in the binding of the arch¬ 
aeological, historical and other periodicals shelved in the library 
workroom, many of which are used by staff members as well as seminar 
and crther students. When Mr. Bass next has the opportunity of visiting 
our premises it is to be hoped that the already noticeable improve¬ 
ment in the physical appearance of this room may encourage him to take 
further interest in the much-needed binding of this material. 

A most pleasant—if busy—summer was enjoyed with Dr. J.P.C. 
Kent and the ten members of this year's seminar group, all of whom 
made extensive use of the library facilities during their nine-week 
period of study. The students were especially appreciative of the book 
and microfilm loans the library staff was able to provide for their 
convenience. 

Following a useful suggestion made by Mr. Francis D. 
Campbell, assistant librarian, open end cardboard containers were 
purchased for the shelving of our current auction catalogues and 
fixed price lists, formerly kept in manilla folders until being 
added to vertical storage cabinets at the year's end. The new arrange¬ 
ment is proving most satisfactory, and since the material is now kept 
in Mr. Campbell's office area it can much more easily be kept under 
close supervision. Similarly, irreplaceable items of manuscript 
nature, formerly shelved throughout the library, are now kept in a 
separate section in Library Closet No. 1 and can be made available 
to readers only through a member of the library staff. 
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Recent visitors of note have included Mr. Peter Clayton of 
Welwyn Garden City, England, and Mr. David G. Briggs of Bristol, Rhode 
Island. Mr. Clayton, numismatist and egy ptologi st, is an active member 
of both the Royal Numismatic Society and the London Numismatic Club, 
and is employed by the London publishing firm of Thames and Hudson, Ltd. 
Mr. Briggs, currently based in India in the employ of the U.S. Infor¬ 
mation Service, has in the past few years donated numerous publications 
relating to Indian Numismatics. His recent visit provided us with six 
new titles to add to our Indian section. 

A gift of numismatic books and periodicals has been received 
from our former executive director, Mr. S. McA. Mosser, with the prom¬ 
ise that more will follow as he completes the process of reorganizing 
his personal library prior to taking up permanent residence at his home 
in Chambersburg, Pennsylvania during the Spring of 1971.
